When the MBA cross country team met on August 1 to begin training for the 1988 season, the runners 
knew that their struggle to defend their seventh straight regional title would be an uphill battle. Three of last 
year’s top seven runners were gone, including Steve Zibas, who finished fourth in the state in 1987. 

Lanson Hyde, James Gooch, and Jason Burroughs were left to lead sophomores Keith Ikard, Casey Jones 
and George Rietz, and freshman Justin Crosslin in the new top seven’s quest for another regional victory. 
Other seniors who provided excellent leadership from the B-team were Jay Binkley, Thayer Smith, Lee 
Clark, and David Strayhorn. 

The season opened with the traditionally competitive Robert K. Pruitt Invitational, in which the Big Red 
was beaten by defending state champion Brentwood Academy. The harriers then went back to training with 
renewed determination as they prepared for the Lexington Catholic Invitational at the Kentuckv Horse 
Park. 
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The Cruisers faced several tests before the Lexington meet. At 
Pizza Hut the night before the race, Lee Clark’s numerous attempts 
to be friendly with the local crowd failed miserably. Also, the Ken- 
tucky ladies thought the guy with the pink tie (a.k.a. Lanny Hyde) 
was a dork. The frustration of the team continued into the night as a 
crabapple fight at the motel turned sour. The team pulled together 
the next morning, however, and placed second in the prestigious meet 
to a talented team from Cordia, Kentucky. 

The Big Red runners returned to Nashville to prepare for the home 
stretch of the season.

Despite the fact that each member of 
our top seven ran their personal best time, Hillsboro prevailed as 
Metro Champs. Earning individual trophies for the Big Red were 
Keith Ikard (5th), who ran the home stretch with an excruciating 
cramp; Casey Jones (7th); Lanson Hyde (10th); Jason Burroughs 
(19th); James Gooch (24th); and George Rietz (29th). 

The Region V Championship meet was scheduled for October 27 
which was not a theme day, and the Big Red had high hopes that a 
full night’s sleep and continued improvement would lead to their 
winning of an eighth straight title. Minutes before the race, Hills- 
boro’s top runner was surprised to learn that TSSAA rules require an 
athlete to attend school the day of a contest. Fate was with the Big 
Red runners as they defeated Hillsboro and all other comers and 








brought another regional cross-country championship to the hill. Winning 
individual award were Keith Ikard, Lanson Hyde (5th), Casey Jones (6th), 
Jason Burroughs (13th), and Justin Crosslin (27th). James Gooch dropped 
out of the race with a twisted ankle. 

Fate is fickle, though, as the Big Red’s performance in the state meet 
proved. The tough competition, the merciless wind, and the mud and water 
standing on the course were too much for the runners to handle as they 
finished tenth in the state. Running in the season finale were Lanson Hyde, 
James Gooch, Jason Burroughs, George Rietz, Justin Crosslin, Casey Jones, 
(who finished fifty-first despite being severely spiked on the calf early in the 
race), and Keith Ikard who ran extremely well and finished eleventh. 

Next year will certainly be a successful one for the MBA cross-country 
team.

At the commencement of the 1988-89 basketball season, the varsity basketball team faced one big question: How were they going to do 
after losing eight seniors? The Big Red had a very young team, including three seniors (James Gooch, Bo Healy, and Mike Seshul) three 
juniors (Matt Fisher, Alden Smith, and Richard Arendale) and four sophomores (Walter Southwood, Taylor Mayes, Tate McDaniel, and 
Alex Waddey). 

Coach Thoni’s first game in his varsity career was against potential state champion Whites Creek. They lost big, 57-34, because much of 
the team had just begun practice after coming out late due to football season. 

After losing to the Creek, B.G.A., Maplewood, and Overton, the Big Red won their first game against McGavock. Walter Southwood 
chipped in 19 points.

The word for the year was 
INJURY. The dream team that was expected to start and 
finish for the Big Red was plagued by problem after prob- 
lem; one by one, returning starters seemed to drop. Four of 
the five returning seniors wrestled with major injuries.

The 
following week, the Big Red traveled to Brentwood Acad- 
emy, where many rivals would meet. Greg Downer was 
the only MBA wrestler in all these rivalries to come out on 
top. Although Downer produced a stunning decision over 
the large Scott Johnson, all weights 140 and above would 
lose, including Billy Frist’s defeat at the hands of 88’s 3rd 
in the state, Jody Jones. This loss would become an all-too- 
familiar sight for Frist. 

Having then rolled over Pearl-Cohn 63-0, MBA entered 
the tough Ryan tourney with little success. John Bass and 
David Trainer wrestled well, and Billy Frist met his sec- 
ond defeat, again to Jody Jones, in the finals. Following a 
senior-led rout of N.C.S., MBA took on rival Father Ryan 
at home. Although the Big Red lost by five points, the 
team had forfeited twelve points because of a lack of a

heavyweight or a 189-pounder. Two 
important events took place this even- 
ing. The fierce MBA crowd wel- 
comed Chet Frist, the fifth senior who 
had been out with a shoulder injury, 
back to the starting lineup. Frist, an 
oustanding grappler, gave the crowd 
its money’s worth by taking defend- 
ing state champion Tony Carletello to 
his back in the early rounds. Frist lost 
by a mere six points. Fate would have 
it, though, that for one senior to re- 
turn to the lineup, another would have 
to leave. When Matt Bumstead 
stepped onto the mat that evening, he 
would unknowingly wrestle the best 
match in his seven-year career; a 
shoulder injury that had hurt him 
since early December would force his 
season to come to an early and disap- 
pointing end. 


After matches against Overton, 
Baylor, and Christian Brothers, in 
which Downer, Bass, Frist, and 
Trainer would once again lead the 
team with exciting matches, it was 
time for the District tourney. The Big 
Red entered the tourney with Greg 
Downer seeded fourth and Billy Frist 
third. In addition, the varsity wel- 
comed freshman Brett Sanders to the 
big leagues, and senior Chris Cigar- 
ran, who had worked all season to 
come back, returned to the line-up to 
fill Bumstead’s vacant 140-spot. The 
first night was filled with many disap- 
pointments; hardworking senior lead- 
ers Cigarran and Chet Frist (with yet 
another ankle injury) were eliminat- 
ed in heartbreaking first-round 
matches; John Bass and George Cle- 
ments saw their seasons come to 


shocking ends as well; and Billy 
Frist’s quest for a district title was 
stifled when he lost to Eric Nesbitt of 
Brentwood High in the semi-finals. 
There are success however, as unseed- 
ed Brett Sanders and Dudley Mam- 
mon and fourth-seeded Greg Downer 
stormed their way to the finals. Lance 
Carney also turned in several excel- 
lent performances at 119. On Satur- 
day, the Big Red saw David Trainer 
and Lance Carney place fourth and 
Billy Frist and Dan Brooks place 
third. Sanders and Hammon (who 
broke his hand in the title match) 
came away with second place, while 
senior Downer came away with his 
second District Championship, de- 
feating Mark Stacey in the finals at 
125.

Dan Brooks (whose 
shoulder was still injured) took sixth, 
David Trainer fifth, and Brett Sanders 
fourth (after mauling the eventual 
state runner-up). Greg Downer, the 
first seed at 125, dismembered all his 
foes en route to the finals. In the finals, 
however, he would lose 5-4 to rival Rob 
Baker of Lipscum in the tourney’s 
“Best Match”. Billy Frist defeated Ca- 
meron of Ryan and Nesbitt of Brent- 
wood High to reach the finals in which 
he lost to Jody Jones of B.A. for the 
third time. For Frist, Jones’ time would 
come. 

The next week, the five wrestlers 
traveled to Chattanooga for the state 
tourney. Four of the five were unable to 
place. Billy Frist, however, went to 
work. Frist met Nesbitt of Brentwood 
High once more in the semis, demol- 
ished him, and readied himself for his 
last confrontation with Jody Jones. 

Frist was 0-3 against Jones, but the 
past was irrelevant. The question, 
“Who was best in the end?” was to be 
resolved. Frist stepped out onto the mat 
the underdog, but when the buzzer 
sounded the crowd erupted, and 
M.B.A. had a State Champion in Billy 
Frist. (See page 127). 

Throughout all the injury and disap- 
pointment, the team had a great sea- 
son, capped off by the performances of 
Frist and Downer. Next year’s team 
will surely be excellent with the rising 
wrestlers, and with Coaches Killian 
and Gaither working their magic.

The 1989 Varsity Baseball Team had many successes this year. The 
team was composed of two seniors, 4 juniors, 4 sophomores, 5 freshmen, 
and one 8th grader named Lap Dog Dickey. Lap Dog, alias R.A. Dickey, 
was sort of the team’s playing mascot. The team racked up a 7-8 district 
record with a 1 0- 1 3 total record. This initially young team grew through- 
out the season to become an experienced, well-trained offensive machine. 

For its first stage of growth, the M.B.A. “Little Red” traveled to 
Cocoa, Florida to enlist in the Expos Spring Training Center. None, not 
even the highly philosophical and omnipotent seniors or coaches Fred 
Forehand and Ken Downey, knew what to expect in this foreign land.

Champion 


Tribute to a Champion 

For the last four years, the name M.B.A. has struck fear and awe in the hearts of No. 1 singles players throughout 
Tennessee. Bill Cherry made the M.B.A. tennis program a tennis dynasty. A three-time state champion, Cherry achieved a 
state of dominance never before matched by a M.B.A. tennis player. 

When the 16 year-old freshman, 1985’s H.V.A.C. champ from Ensworth, took over the No. 1 singles spot on the M.B.A. 
squad, he had already made an impressive accomplishment. As he compiled an excellent record, eyes began to open. Those 
same opened eyes nearly popped out, however, when the young hot-shot defeated Hall Jindhunatha of Baylor 6-4, 6-4 to 
capture the 1986 state crown. Cherry became MBA’s first champion since 1966; the world of high school tennis began to 
take notice. 

The next year. Cherry had to show the school, the state, and the nation that he was no fluke. He did just that, once again 
embarrassing his elder foes. Cherry established himself as a dominant force by winning his second state title, defeating Lee 
Burns of McCallie 7-5, 6-0; he also led his team to the state team championship, last won by M.B.A. in 1966. 

Cherry’s junior year of competition was once again filled with success; but as Cherry went for his third state title, all eyes 
were on him. Cherry stayed strong and reached the state finals of 1988; but this time, he would fall to Germantown’s Chip 
Sterns 4-6, 6-2, 3-6. Cherry had been dethroned. 

In the 1989 season, there were few who could foresee a state championship for the Big Red team. The main concern was 
whether or not Cherry would be able to regain his crown. Cherry, however, knew the answer to that question. He had played 
the whole season with vision and determination. His final season record was 25-1, with his one loss coming two days before 
the state finals to Baylor’s Chuck Coleman. These two would meet again in the finals for one of the most exciting and classic 
matchups ever. With a massive and inspirational crowd roaring him on. Cherry defeated Coleman 6-1, 2-6, 7-6, (7-4 
tiebreaker), regained his crown, and assured his fame as one of the best. He became one of three three-time state champions 
in Tennessee history. 

Cherry exemplified the qualities of a champion on and off the court. He usually outplayed and always outclassed his 
opponents. Cherry has truly been a “Gentleman, Scholar, Athlete,” and his leadership will be greatly missed.

All members 
received individual honors. At the 
University of Alabama, the team of 
Park/Jones reached the semifinal 
round and were seeded first entering 
the elimination rounds. Hal Jones 
was named fifth place speaker and 
Eugene was barely edged out for first 
speaker. In the team’s last trip to Ala- 
bama, the team placed very well 
among the highly rated teams at the 
Vestava Hills Over-the-Mountain 
classic. The team of Davis/Paruchuri 
fell in the quarterfinals, forfeiting to

Park. Jay Kahlon was named the 
eighth place debater, Craig David 
was fifth, and Eugene Park was third.

The foundation of a great school is either a great student body or a great faculty — or so it has 
been said. But at Montgomery Bell Academy the students would never get the chance to learn nor 
the faculty the opportunity to teach without the Board of Trust’s generosity and leadership. This 
year as always the Board of Trust has operated in the best interest of the community and has 
insured that MBA will endure and prosper. 

The Board of Trust’s history is closely linked with Montgomery Bell Academy’s own. M.B.A.’s 
heritage goes back to the University of Nashville, Cumberland College, and Davidson Academy. In 
the early nineteenth century, Cumberland college boasted of such prominent trustees as Andrew 
Jackson, James K. Polk, and Andrew Johnson. Years later. Board member Dempsey Weaver used 
funds from Montgomery Bell’s estate to establish Montgomery Bell Academy. In the late 
nineteenth century, the Board of Trust blocked an attempt by Peabody College to annex M.B.A. In 
1911, Trustee Judge Robert Ewing introduced Mr. Isaac Ball as the new Headmaster of MBA. 
Under the guidance of Mr. Ball, the Board of Trust acquired a thirty-two acre tract of land with a 
house to provide for future expansion. 

In 1956, the Board, under President John Sloan, commenced an ambitious rebuilding program 
which saw the completion of Brownlee O. Currey Gymnasium and the renovation of Wallace Hall. 

In the 1980’s, under the leadership of President Joe Davis, the Board of Trust embarked on a major 
fund drive. Their generosity led to the construction Jack C. Massey Hall for the Junior School, the 
renovation of the Old Science Building, the completion of the new football stadium, the track, the 
baseball field, and five tennis courts. Presently, W. Ridley Wills is the Chairman of the Board of 
Trustees. 

During this school year. Board members Harold W. Clark and William P. Hoffman, Jr. passed 
away. The school and the Board of Trustees will remember Mr. Clark and Mr. Hoffman fondly and 
thank them for their years of service to the community.

Dr. Harold Whiteman and Mrs. Ruth Napier are in charge of the Development Office which raises 
money and serves the alumni. Last year, the program’s second year, the program of annual giving raised 
$330,000. MBA is fortunate that this money does not have to be used to pay the annual bills as it does in 
most schools, but can go directly into an endowment fund managed by three brokerage firms. The interest 
from this fund not only pays expenses but also subsidizes each student’s tuition. Last year the program was 
equally successful. Before 1987, the school raised money primarily by holding capital campaigns. 


fundraisers for specific goals such as the one in 1982 that raised $7.5 million for the Massey building, the 


new gym, improvement of the athletic field, and increasing the endowment. The capital campaign was 
officially terminated after producing a total of $1 1 million. 

Currently, two mini-capital campaigns have been started. The Lowry Chair will provide a salary 
supplement as well as book and film money for Mrs. Lowry. When she retires, it is the purpose of this 


chair to attract the highest caliber teacher to take her place. The fund for the Lowry Chair has $460,000 of 


the targeted half million. The second of the mini-campaigns is for laboratory renovations of the science 
labs, which now has $32,000 of the targeted $160,000. The next big project to be considered is a “multi- 
purpose building with emphasis on the arts, including an auditorium.” 

Besides handling MBA’s financial affairs, the Development Office serves the alumni. In 1987 the first 


alumni list which includes each alumnus’s address and occupation was published. An updated list will be 


made very five years. In 1988 for the first time, an alumni magazine was printed, and the first annual 
alumni dinner held in December was very successful.
